irst became known lo tho police through n 
rapid succession of -swiudliuy operations*, 
very successfully contrived, for tho delivery 
of goods which he did not posiie.ss aud the 
ippropriatioii of money which wn.s not his 
>wn. Finally convicted, he was sentenced 
,o close confinement for three years', and 
graduated from prison a very accomplished 
'hcvdlici' d'indvsti'ic. 
lliH operations now 


fissumed a bolder character nud ho worked 
n a larger Jield. 
Ho was again convicted 


)f deceiving a wcallhy bourgeois and ob- 
aiuing a ''toun" from him of 1'H),000 francs.

Her charges wore supported by one 
Gallaml, formerly of the police. 
On the 


other hand,- Surian, who was present, and

md n Nnpoleouist, and that JIllo. Cythoree 
aatl compromised herself with Jules Gochen.

OUR BIRDS. 


We are glad to know that some action has 


been taken by our oily authorities, or some 
one else by which to encourage the presence 
of birds among us and provide for them 
while hero. The English sparrow ought to 
bo introduced into every locality whore 
it can be induced to stay, for it proves 
among the bost and most valuable of the 
feathered tribe. 
Tho real value of birds 


among us is not fully appreciated, and tho 
fact that they aro gradually disappearing 
doss not awaken tho alarm tliat it ought. 
The

crops, 


which to every one among us is apparent. 
Whenever tho birds disapDear the insects 
rapidly 
increase 
rind Iho damage done 


becomes very great. A competent authority 
says, truthfully, that since 18GO Iho damage 
done each year by tho currant worm, canker 
worm, wheat midge, Hessian fly, etc., has 
been greater and greater ; in some sections 
the cultivation of particular crops has been 
abandoned. New species of noiioua insects 
are 
boing repeatedly 
discovered, while 


many, before unknown in this country,havo 
boon introduced by tho importation of 
plants etc., from Europe. 
Insects that aro 


abundant in tho West are gradually working 
eastward, as tho Colorado beetle, and only 
earnest study and effort • will prevent tho 
continued increase of theso pests of the 
land. 


There are about thirty species of insecls 


that subsist ou our garden vegetables; the 
grape vine has about thirty species of tho 
enemies; tho apple trees soveuly-fivc; cur 
different shado trees over a hundred; and 
wheat and other grains fifty. The crop of 
wheat in the state of Illinois was injured t>y 
insects in one year to the estimated amount 
of .$73,000,000. 


The estimated annual destruction of prop- 


erty by insects in tho United States is as 
high ns four hundred million dollcrs. The 
effect of this loss is not felt alono by the 
farmer. 
It is to this, in a largo measure, 


that many poor men owo tholr poverty; to 
this must bo attributed tho high price of 
farm products and all healthful food and tho
